M. FLOURENS, THE FRENCH FOREIGN MIN-

PaRIs, March 28.—A sensation has been 


caused by the publication of a reported con- 


versation between M. Flourens, French Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, and thé correspondent 
of the Novoe Vremya of St. Petersburg. The 
story is officially declared to be incorrect, but 
little value is attached to the denial. Accord- 
ing to the published report M. Flourens 
said: ‘‘l entered office with the full 
conviction that the key to the 
European policy was in St. Peters- 
burg. While Russia is with us, war with Ger- 
many isimpossible. Germany, by the chance 
of her States disuniting would suffer more 
than any other power by defeat; therefore, 
she has no course but to live on good terms 
with Russia and with us. Russia came forward 
for ps in a moment of danger, and we will not 
remain with folded arms should she be en- 
dangered.’’ 

M. Flourens professed that he had little fear 
of the new alliance of Italy, Austria and Ger- 
many. Italy being mainly a naval power, 
Germany and Austria could give her nothing 
and she would have no interest in taking part 
in a war against France. He believed that the 
Bulgarians themselyes or the Turkish Govern- 
ment would expel the Regents, and Russia 
would have no need to interfere in Bulgaria.

MUST STAND TRIAL. 


THE TECHNICAL RESORTS EXHAUSTED IN 
THE ELECTION-FRAUD CASES. | 


Judge Thayer Thinks Deputy Recorder Egan 
Knows Well Enough What He Stands 
Charged with—A Plain Decision on the 
Demurrer to the Indictment—A Jury to 
Be Called To-Morrow—The Indicted 
Brigade Must Face the Music. 


This morning the last legal obstacle which 
can be interposed between the ballot-box 
manipulators and a jury of their peers wu re- 
moved by Judge Thayer in the United States 
District Court when he handed down an 
opinion overruling the demurrer to 
the indictment against Deputy Recorder 
Peter J. Egan. This case has deen 
selected by the defense to contest all the 
rights and refuges afforded by the technicali- 
ties ot the law. Egan, the defendant, is now 
Superintendent of the Morgue, but during the 
last election acted as Deputy Recorper 
of the Tenth Ward, where the last 
Federal Grand-jury found corruption of 
every variety known to - professional 
strikers. From the beginning Egan 


has been given considerable prominence and 
on account of the favorable“ features has 
been made atest case. The word favorable 
as applying to Egan’s indictment is used by 
the counsel much as medical gentlemen speak 
of a beautiful case or a fine specimen of a dis- 
eased growth. The last of the favorable feat- 
ures was disposed of this 1 when Judge 
Thayer handed down the following decision: 
THE DECISION. 

The demurer in this case is special and to 
the first count of the indictment on the 
ground: 

1. That it states more than one offense in 
the same count. 

2. That the averments of the count are re- 
pugnantand 

3. That they are so vague and inconsistent 
that defendant is not advised of tue precise 
charge he is called upon to meet, and cannot 
prepare for trial. 

The count to which exceptions are taken, in 
substance charges the defendant (who wasa 
deputy recorder of voters in the Tenth Ward 
of the Oity of St. Louis) with having placed on 
the registration books in his custody seven 
names as names of persons who had appeared 
before him and taken the oath required of 
voters, and applied for registration—when in 
truth and in fact no such persons appeared or 
took the oath, or applied to be registered. In 
other words, the charge is that of placing 
fictitious names on the registration lists.

THE COLORED LEAGUE. 


Some Facts About Its Schedule and Man- 
agement. 


There have been prominent colored base 
ball clubs throughout the country for many 
years past, says a Cincinnati paper, but this 
is their initiative year in launching forth ona 
large scale by forming a league of eight clubs, 
representing as many of the leading cities of 
the country. They have organized on the 
same principie as the American Association 


and National League, each having been 
obliged to deposit a bond as a guarantee 
that it will remain in the League until the 
Close of the season. The eight cities 
having @ representative club in the or- 
ganization are New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Washington, Baltimore, Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati and Louisville, There are plenty 
of colored people in each one of these cities, 
and, as their schedule of championship games 
hasbeen so arranged as to avoid a conflict 
with the two large professional organizations, 
the prospect of the venture proves = suecess 
looks tavorable. The championship season 
Will open May 6 and close September 16. The 
schedule has been arranged and adopted for 
six clubs, as Cincinnati and Washington are as 
yet uncertain quantities, as they have failed 
to put up the required bonds. According to 
the schedule, the season opens May 6in 
games at Baltimore, Pittsburg and Louisville, 
with Philadelphia, New York and Boston as 
their respective opponents.

DEFAULT DAY. 


A LARGE BATCH OF DIVORCE BUSINESS 
BEFORE THE CIRCUIT JUDGES. 


Various Causes for the Severance of the 
Knot—Wholesale Washing of Family 
Linen in Public—Liquor’s Part in Do- 
mestic Trouble—Decrees Sought on. the 
Familiar Grounds of Desertion and Fail- 
ure to Support. 


The default divorce mill was in active op- 
eration to-day under the dome, four of the 
Circuit judges handling the docket for the 
February term, which is about to close. Every 
court-room was well filled with litigants and 
witnesses, presenting an odd scene. Men and 
women of every condition in life, and of ages 
ranging from 21 to 60 years, contribute to the 
chapter of woe on default day, and matri- 
monial mistakes by the score are ventilated 
before each Judge. The business of knot-sev- 
ering was accomplished with rapidity to-day, 
and before evening sixty-odd decrees were 
spread upon the records. The defendants now 
take comfort from the removal of the marriage 
disabilities clause, which clears away all ob- 
stacles to marrying again at once. The fol- 
lowing cases figured onthe default docket of 
to-day, the defendants failing to appear: 

LIQUOR AND JEALOUSY. 

Christopher Ennis sought a decree of divorce 
from Jane Ennis. They were married at 
Honesdale, Pa.,in June, 1866. There were 
several separations, but the final parting took 
place in April, 1884. Mr. Ennis claimed that 
his wife drank to excess; that she 
neglected her household duties and 
developed a jealous disposition, giv- 
ing wav to a violent temper which 
was displayed on every occasion, renderin 
intolerable the condition of every one aroun 
her. Her husband at one time was connected 
with the police force of Cincinnati and in the 
discharge of his duty was seriously injured 
one night. He was taken home, but his wife 
shamefully neglected him, and he wouilg 
have received no attention but for his 
brother officers. On one occasion his 
wife inafitof jealousythrewa meat-fork at 
him. After the first separation his wife 
promised to do betterin future, and he con- 
sented to live with her again, but it was of no 
avail, for she soon resumed her old habits and 
led bim a miserable life. They were twice sep- 
arated with the same result. One day Mrs. 
Ennis packed her husband’s clothes and told 
him to getout. He did so. 

FARDY VS. FARDY. 

Thos. Fardy some time since entered a suit 
for divorce from Mary Fardy, to whom he was 
married in Canada in January 1864. 
He alleged that one day ne dis- 
covered his wife in a compromising 
attitude and at once left her. Before the case 
was set for trial an entry of dismissal was 
made, but the wife in the meantime had filed 
an answer and cross-bill, alleging desertion 
without cause and seeking an order of main- 
tenance. The case was set on to-day’s de- 
fault docket, but before the call the attorney 
withdrew. 

A SECOND MARRIAGE. ® 

Ellen Laxton i ~ a decree of divorce 
from John Laxton. They were united on the 
l4th of April, 1886. Mrs. Laxton complained 
that her husband treated her verv cruelly 
without cause; that he siandered ber in pub- 
lic and private; falsely charged her with habits 
of intemperance; whipped the step-children 
for no cause; made use of shocking language 
at all times and failed tosupport the family. 
He acted very violently toward his wife on 
several occasions and in very respect she al- 
leged that he made her wretched. An answer 
was entered in behalf of the husband soon 
alter the filing of the case, but it was subse- 
quently withdrawn. 

BORE IT FOR THE CHILDREN’S SAKE. 

Mary Bow asked for a decree of divorce from 
James J. Bow. They were married in Novem- 
ber, 1877, and lived together for ten years. 
Mrs. Bow alleged that she led a wretched life 
on account of the crue! and barbarous treat- 
ment to which her husband subjected her, but 
that she bore it as long as she could 
for the sake of the children. She 
stated that her husband came home drunk 
and whipped and kicked her around the house 
without any provocation on her part. One 
day he felled Ber to the floor with one blow 
from his fist, when she was in a delicate condi- 
tion. She recited various instances of cruelty 
and indignities, rendering her condition in- 
tolerable. There were two children by the 
marriage. 
MRS. NOLTE’S TRIALS. 

Catharine Nolte asked fora decree of divorce 
from George F. Nolte. They were married on 
the 9th of il, 1878, and lived together until 
1883. Mrs. Nolte alleged that her husband left 
her without any cause or provocation, and 
that he failed to contribute to her 
support. One child was born of the 
union, and the mother prayed for its custody. 
As an additional ground forthe decree, Mrs. 
Nolte declared that her husband cursed and 
abused her in ashocking manner when they 
were living together. 

FAILED TO SUPPORT ‘HER. 

Catharine Kreutzer sought a decree of di- 
vorce from August Kreutzer. They were 
married on the 3d of December, 1864, and they 
lived together until 1880. Mrs. Kreutzer com- 

lained of a series of indignities, renderin 
her condition intolerable. She also alleg 
that her husband failed to support his wife or 
child, and on that ground alone she claimed a 
decree.

alleged that for three years he remitted sums 
of money regularly to his wife in the old 
country and sent her ocean passage money 
and xallrond tickets beseeching her to join 
him in the United States, but she persistently 
declined to come. 

CASES OF DESERTION. 

Lillie Voorhies petitioned fora severance of 
the knot which bound her to William Voor- 
hies. They were married in September, 1881, 
at Kenton, Ky. In less than two months her 
husband deserted her without any cause. 

Laura M. Harkins asked for a decree of di- 
vorce from William 8. Harkins, Jr. They 
were married at Chicago in May, 1885. She al- 
leged that her husband deserted her for no 
cause and has failed to render her any support. 

Charlotte Kettering asked for a decree of 
divorce from Philip Kettering, to whom she 
was married in January, 1874. She alleged that 
he deserted her without cause in September, 
1883. Mrs. Kettering asked for the custody of 
her two children. 

William J. Floyd petitioned the court fora 
decree of divorce from Lizzie Floyd. They 
were married in January, 1880, and lived to- 
gether until February 14, 1882, when Mrs. 
Floyd took her departure. Her husband 
charged that she was guilty of improper con- 
duct with other men. 

A BRIEF HONEYMOON. 

According to the allegations of Mary Wams- 
ley. hers was a brief honeymoon. On Sep- 
tember 18, 1833, she was married to Henry 
Wamsley, who on the 19th of September, 1833, 
absented himself and has since remained 
away from his bride. The plaintiff, has 
no knowledge of the defendant’s whereabouts 
and volunteers no explanation for such 
strange conduct in a newly married man. She 
states thatsince the day ofher marriage she 
hus had no tidings of herlord, and can give the 
court no information for the service of the 
usual processes. With this meagre testimony 
concerning such strange conduct the Court 
was called upon to decide the case. 

WENT TO ARKANSAS. 

On June 26, 1853, Frederick Leuchte meyer 
was married to his wife, Elise,in Philadelphia, 
Pa. Thecouple lived together until May 3, 
1884. The story of the home life is, however, 
not fully told, the husband appearing as the 
sole relator. He states that he demeaned 
himself as a dutiful, loving hus- 
band to the woman, who, without 
cause, as he alleges, went to Arkansas on the 
date mentioned and there asserted that she 
never intended to return to her husband. The 
petitioner does not explain why his wife should 
exchange the affection of a kind husband for 
the climate of Arkansas. He asks that he be 
dlvoreed from her. 

SUBSTANTIAL PROOF. 

In his pétition Hubert A. Marchand alleges 
that on the 5th day of September, 1878, 
in Montreal, Canada, he was lawfully married 
to the defendant, Leda Marchand. He al- 
leges that although he treated his wife with 
kindness she was irritable, and complained 
that he was not a fit husband for her. He 
charges that her ‘‘brutishlike’’ conduct was 
continued. There were but few sun-bursts in 
his clouded domestic sky. His allega- 
tions are of a substantial nature. 
He presents tothe Court the name of a year- 
old child whose paternity he denies, alleging 
that the father of the child is James Delaney 
of Chicago. Heasks forthe custody of his 
two ohildren, Adolphus, aged 7 years, and 
Ellen, aged 5 years. 

AFTER THIRTY-FOUR YEARS. 

Anna Kiosterman was married to her hus- 
band, Clemens, August 6, 1853. She alleges 
that for more than a year her husband has ab- 
sented himself from his home and that he is 
an habitual drunkard. His cruelty to his wife 
and children was submitted to the Court in a 
lengthy petition asking for divorce and the 
custody of a son who is still a minor. 

A VAGRANT AS DEFINED BY LAW. 

Katie Anderson was married to Wm.B.Ander- 
son in this city April 20, 1881. She alleges that 
ner kindness and affection were repaid with 
abandonment, and that her husband is nowa 
vagrant within the meaning of the law relat- 
ing to vagrants. She asks divorce and the 
restoration of hes maiden name, Katie Martin. 

AN UNWIFELY WIFE. 

P. Sanford Backus asks divorce from Hen- 
rietta Backus on the general ground that his 
marriage was a disenchantment and that his 
wife refused to conduct herself in a wifely 
manner. They were married December 9, 1882. 
Her retusals to perform her duties have, he 
alleges, made his condition intolerable for 
many months. 

MISSING WIVES. 

Anton Winter asks that he be separated from 
Michalina Winter, alleging desertion since 
December, 1881. They were married October 
9, 1879. The plaintiff alleged that there was 
no reason for the desertion. He was a Pole 
and could speak no English. A police officer 
interpreted for the Court. Several witnesses 
were called upon, but none of them had ever 
heard from Mrs. Winters since her leaving her 
husband. 

Michael H. Brady was married to his wife, 
Mary Ellen Brady, April 14, 1874, in Ohio. Aygust 
15, 1880, she deserted him at Cincinnati, O., 
and he came to St. Louis. Since his residence 
in this city he has received no word from her 
and now asks to be separated legally.

ELECTION REPORM. 

The use of money in elections and to 
control primaries and party nominations 
is forcing itself upon publio attention as 
an evil of alarming magnitude. The 
Commonwealth Club in New York has 
taken up the subject and some facts col- 
lated by Chamberlain Ivins have been 
the theme of a great many newspaper 
articles. 

According to his statements candidates 
for State Senator of New York have 
sometimes paid $50,000 to secure an eleo- 
tion, and $12,000, $17,000 and $22,000 are 
not unusual outlays, though the salary of 
the position for two years is only $3,000. 
The assessment which must be paid for a 
mere party nomination in New York City 
generally exceeds the legitimate emolu- 
ments of the office. Some men overflow- 
ing with patriotism and bothered with 
surplus cash may pay thus for public 
position, with no other purposé in view 
but to serve their country. But the gen- 
eral supposition is that most of the men 
who buy offices at such high prices ex- 
pect to make money on the investment, 
and will not turn up their noses at oppor- 
tunities for ‘‘making expenses.” 

An office regularly put up for sale at 
every election and bought at a price 
which very few honest citizens could 
afford to pay can hardly be re- 
garded as a public trust. The New 
York WoRLD suggests that we may 
find a remedy for this evil in a 
system of election reform similar to that 
now in force in England, where the Gov- 
ernment regulates and pays all necessary 
and proper election expenses and pre- 
vents any others. The aim of the English 


law is to eee and poor candidate 
on a footin 1 perfect equality in an elec-

tion contest It has worked so well that 
some m w in Parliament are too poor 
to pay their board, and have their living 
expenses paid by subscriptions from their 
constituents. 

Our primary elections in St. Louis are 
farces and tend greatly to the demoraliza- 
tion of our municipal service, merely be- 
cause it costs too much to hold them under 
the State law. That law will never be 
operative without some provision for the 
expense of holding primaries under it, 
and it is probable that legal provision for 
the necessary expenses of candidates at 
elections, and stricter legal provisions 
against all election expenses not provided 
for by law, would improve our elections 
as much as the enforcement of a good 
primary law would improve our party, 
primaries.

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THE Boonville Advertiser appeals to the 
railroads to withdraw their lobbyists and 
send such men as PORTIS and CLARKE of 
the Missouri Pacific to expound the mys- 
teries and intricacies of railroad legisla- 
tion to the law-givers of Missouri. The 
sending of lobbyists of any kind to influ- 
ence legislation should be regarded and 
treated by the Legislature asan insult. It 
is customary and proper for such bodies 
to summon and examine railroad men 
and others as experts, and in this way 
some valuable information might be ob- 
tained from such men as CLARKE and 
PORTIS. But an exponent of the value of 
their mere opinions should be obtained by 
asking them at the very outset whether 
the long and short haul clause of the State 
Constitution should be enforced or not. 
If they answered no, it would be plain 
that their counsel about the ways and 
means of enforcing it would have to be 
taken with great caution. A legisla- 
tive body which has met to enforce a 
State Constitution and has taken a 
solemn oath to enforce it, should not fool 
away much time seeking advice from men 
who denounce that Constitution as an 
anarchic instrument and who are the 
employes of a concern that has notorious- 
ly done its best to corrupt the Legislature 
and nullify the Constitution of the State.

old and void Mexican land grants are to 
be used to dispossess Mexicans of lands 
they have occupied for centuries.

As the situation becomes more clearly de- 
fined and more generally recognized, the re- 
formatory influences, we trust, will be set at 
work. Our people possess as much inherent 
morality and desire for political purity as the 
English do, and what the latter have done we 
cando. They have placed a limit on election 
expenses and stopped several of the doors to 
corruption which with us are left wide open. 
Some of their legislation is scarcely out of tne 
experimental stage, but enough has been ac- 
complished to vindicate the principle 
adopted.

I wish to 
state that under a resolution adopted by the 
Board of Revisers that only such persons will 
be stricken off as could not be found by the 
letter carriers.

A DARING BANK ROBBER, 


Stanley Steele Attempts to Rob the Mer- 
chant’s Bank Agency at Antigonish, N. 8. 


ANTIGONISH, N. S., March 28.—The attempt- 
ed bank robbery and murder here Saturday 
was one of the most daring acts in the crim- 
inal annals of Canada. The offender is said to 
have been the principal in the bank robbery 
at Lewiston, Me., whence he escaped to Nova 
Scotia, He is Stanley Steele of Guysboro, N. S. 
His wife and family are in Boston. He is an ac- 


complished penman, refined in appearance, 
and of exellent address. He came to Anti- 
gonish Friday afternoon, registered at the 
Central House, directly opposite the Mer- 
chants’ Bank Agency, and went at once to his 
room. Saturday forenoon he went to the sta- 
tion and made particular inquiry about the 
departure of trains, and then called atthe 
bank and made some inquiries about 
cashing a draft. Manager Harris went 
to dinner at noon, leaving Teller 
Currier and a boy inthe bank. At 12:30 Steele 
entered the bank and said he would like to see 
the teller in the private office. They retired 
to the room, Steele closing the door behind 
him. In a moment the robber drew his two 
revolyers from his coat pocket, one in each 
hand, and pointing one at Currier’s head and 
the other at his heart, called on him to throw 
up his hands. Currier is 26 years old, six feet 
two and a strong wiry fellow. He 
threw his hands, and in doing so sprang on 
his aseailant. At the same time Steele fired 
and a bullet struck Currier in the forehead. 
A life and death struggie ensued, Ourrier 
grappling with the murderous burglar with 
the desperation of despair. In the struggle 
Steele aimed a shot at Currier’s heart and sent 
a bullet into his left side, which traveled along 
the rib four inches, then came out of his 
body and lodged in the wall. All this was 
done in half a minute. McGill Avery the boy, 
rushed into the private office and Steele cov- 
ered him with his revolver and the boy ran 
into the banking-room, jumped the counter 
and ran into an adjoining building for assist- 
ance. Ascore of men rushed to the rescue 
and Steele was secured. He was 
told that Currier was dead and re- 
ceived the news with the utmost com- 
posure. He said that the first shot which 
entered Currier’s head was fired by accident, 
but when it came to a matter of life and death 
with him he determined to kill Currier. His 
original object was to frighten Currier into 
silence by revolvers, and he was greatly sur- 
prised at his resistance. He thought to kill 
Currier, choke the boy, take the nioney, rush 
to the station and get away on the train which 
would leave in a few minutes. The bullet has 
been extracted from Currier’s head and the 
doctors hope for his recovery. Had Steele 
succeeded in his desperate attempt he would 
have secured $30,000.

THE SOUTHEAST DELEGATION. 


It Will Vote Solid Against Railroad Legisla- 
tion in the Extra Session. 


State Senator M. R. Smith of Marble Hill,Mo., 
arrived at the Laclede this morning. Toa Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, on the subject of railroad 
legislation, he said: ‘‘It is my opinion that the 
Southeast and Southwest delegations, num- 
bering some thirty-odd Democratic votes, will 
stand solid against any railroad bill which 


does not make a distinction between 
branch and local lines and trunk lines. The 
Buckner substitute for the House bill about 
which such acry was raised was, in ~~ 
ion, the best measure brought fore 
the Legislature on the subject. It gave 
to the Railroad Commissioners authority 
to fix rates at intermediate — upon the 
basis ofthe rates at competing points. For 
instance, take the Belmont branch road. 
Charleston isa competing point and freight 
to and from there is charged some- 
thing like 10 er cent less than 
to and from points between here and 
Charleston on the same line. Now 
the Senate and House bills are too general in 
their provisions, While the Buckner substi- 
tute is flexible, and gives greater power to the 
commissioners. I am from the Soutneast, and 
I will vote for such a measure as the substi- 
tute. I think also that a majority of the South- 
east and Southwest Representatives look at 
the matter as I do. 

„Without the Southeast votes it will be 
almost impossible to pass a railroad bill?“ 

„„I believe it will, unless the Republicans 
should alter their minds and support a railroad 
bill. You can’t blame the Southeast members 
for voting against the Senate and House bills. 
Their counties are ractically without 
railroads. Take Ozark, Ripley, Perry, Cabe, 
Girardeau and all that southeast Gountry. It 
has immense undeveloped resources which 
can be opened up only with the aid of new 
railroads. Now the Buckner substitute for the 
House bill was to all intents and purposes a 
Southeast delegation measure and, I believe,a 
good one. Some such bill as that will pass at 
the extra session.’’

BY REQUEST. 


MAYOR FRANCIS CALLS A MEETING TO CON- 
SIDER THE CLEVELAND INVITATION, 


The Grand Army Executive Committee 
Passes a Resolution Endorsing the Popu- 
lar Movement—Names of the Gentlemen 
Who Will Meet on Wednesday to Take 
the Preliminary Steps. 


At the meeting of the General Executive 
Committee of the National Encampment at the 
Lindell Hotel Saturday afternoon the popular 
movement for the invitation of the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland to visit St. Louis next fall 
was placed in the Mayor’s hands. There was 
a good attendance of members of the com- 
mittee. Hon. D. R. Franeis, chair- 
man of the special committee appointed 
to invite the President to attend the encamp- 
ment was called on for report. In response 
Mr. Francis read the invitation as printed in 
the PoOsT-DISPATCH some time since. He said 
that in addition to signing their names as in- 
dividuais the members ofthe committee had 
appended the positions they held. They had 
not known whether the President had received 
this invitation, and so he had wired him, 
Since that time he had learned 
that the President did receive it. Since 
the invitation of the Executive Committee had 
been sent the press had taken an active inter- 
est in the matter and has suggested various 
methods, but the sub-committee of which he 
was chairman had not feit called upon to act 
on these suggestions. He had seen one sug: 
gestion made by the press which he would 
suggest be carried out, and that was that the 
invitation of the committee be supplemented 
by one from the Grand Commander of the 
Grand Army, Gen. Fairchild. Gen. Noble, a 
member of the sub-committee, had gone to 
Washington recently, and he had requested 
him to call on the President and mention the 
invitation to him. 

Mr. Francis’ suggestion that Gen. Fairchild 
be asked to suppiement the committee’s invi- 
tation was not regarded with favor by some 
and it was finally withdrawn. 

Col. Nelson A. Cole then offered the follow- 
ing resolution: 

COL. COLE’S RESOLUTION. 

As the General Executive Committee for the 
entertainment of the Grand Army has ex- 
tended to the President of the United States 
and to Mrs. Cleveland an invitation to attend 
the Grand Encampment to be held here in 
September, next; 

Resolved, That the Mayor of the City of St. 
Louis be requested to take such steps as in his 
judgment may seem bestto secure from the 
citizens of St. Louis an endorsement of said 
invitation. 

Col. Cole moved that the resolution be 
adopted. The motion was seconded immedi- 
ately and carried unanimously without debate. 

In accordance with the resolution thus 
adopted Mayor Francis this morning sent out 
the following notice to thirteen prominent 
gentlemen: 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, March 28. 1887. 
DEAR Str—The Mayor requests you to meet 
at this office Wednesday afternoon at4 o’clock 
for the purpose of consultation and to devise 
measures to induce the President to visit St. 
Louis during the National Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 


THE PRELIMINARY COMMITTEE. 

This notice was addressed to Frank Gaien- 
nie, President of the Merchants’ Exchange; 
Gen. John W. Noble, Charles Green, President 
ofthe St. Louis Agricultural and Mechanical 
Association; 8. M. Kennard, President of the 
St. Louis Exposition and Music Hail Associa- 
tion; John W. McCullagh, President of the 
Trades Display Association; George B. 
Thompson, Chairman, and John 8. Moftitt, 
Secretary of the Illumination Committee; 
John G. Priest, C. H. Sampson, D. P. Grier, 
Nelson A. Cole, C. C. Rainwater and 8. W. 
Cobb. 

These gentiemen will meet on Wednesday 
and probably form a committee or fifty or 100 
with sub-committees to superintend the dis- 
tribution of the sheets which are to form the 
leaves of the enormous invitation containing 
the signatures of 100,000 St. Louis people. 
They wiil also consider the question of send- 
ing a delegation to Washington, and will 
probably appoint a special committee to take 
that matter in charge. 

Meantime, while the parchment sheets will 
not be distributed until the committee has 
met, those desiring to have these sheets 
sent them should send their names and aa- 
dresses to Frank Gaiennie, Merchants’ Ex- 
change, in order that the applications may be 
sorted and arranged in advance, so as to fa- 
cilitate the work of distribution.

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THE SCIENCE OF THE EYES, 
8 
What Qualities of Temperament Go With 
Black Eyes and Brown and Blue.

Speaking popularly, we may say that 
eyes are = shady blue, gray, hazel, black, 
green or of no color at all. The last three 
varieties,however,are based on misnomer. 
Speaking generally again, we may say 
that blue eyes take care of their friends, 
brown of their enemies, gray of their 
countries, black of their pleasures and 

een of themselves, The blue is cer- 

inly the type with the greatest. num- 
ber of varieties. Itis a color that illus- 
trates pre-eminently the feminine quali- 
ties—tenderncss, affection, a yielding to 
the wishes of others, a sympathy with 
small sufferings, that Measure of vanity 
without which no woman can be entirel 
attractive, and that self-surrender which 

oes far to pursuade a man that he is a 

emi-god because his wife believes it and 
tells himso. Thecolor seems to be get- 
ting more rare in these days. This is the 
blue that goes with golden hair. Blue 
eyes must be mated with their appropri- 
ate complexion. That color, so fascinat- 
ing in a blonde, is no less delightful in a 
brunette; but—say the _  scientists—its 
meaning is now altered. There comes in. 
now, coupled with the affectionate quali- 
ties, a certain tendency to deceive, stimu- 
lated by an ambition for conquest and 
leading to the gratification of admiration. 
There remain the light blue and the vio- 
let. The first is the eye of the Northern 
races—of the Swedes and the Danes, of 
the Scotch sometimes also. It suggests 
constancy and truth, steadfastness, sim- 
plicity, courage, purpose. It is a man’s 
eye, with its moderation and self-respect 
—honest in the glance it gives you, if at 
the same time rather cold and phlegmatio. 
And then there is the violet eye, which is 
a woman’s eye, and of which the main 
characteristics are affection and purity, 
chivalric belief and limited or déficient 
intellectuality. 

And now come the brown eyes. They 
are the eyes of the South and the East—of 
the sunny races; the most passionate and 
the least original; and to them belong the 
lustrous black hair and the olive complex- 
ion of skin. With them we get jealousy 
and cruelty, something of the fe- 
line nature in women, and in men, 
courage coupled with superstition, 
a wild recklessness of life, and a disre- 
gard for the sufferings of others. But the 
type has altered through infinite modifi- 
cations, and there are brown eyes in 
plenty that have nothing in common with 
the passionate qualities of the South. 
This, at least, may be generally predi- 
cated; that when the brown is light the 
disposition is affectionate, but wayward, 
and as that brown darkens you pass from 
affection to passion. 

Last come the hazel eyes,which are more 
frequent in novels than in life. No two 
people seem quite agreed as to the defini- 
tion of the color, and the reference to a 
hazel-nut, which starts by being green 
and passes through yellow to brown, con- 
fusingly illustrates every theory. A 
blue-gray radiated from within with 
brown and bronze streaks seems 
to come nearest the eneral view. 
Adopting this as the color, it will be seen 
that they are found chiefiy among the 
mixed races, and especially the English 
and the Americans. They always suggest 
a good deal of strength of character, gen- 
erally a sense of mischief and trickery— 
Puck probably had hazel eyes—and some- 
times that humorous cruelty which be- 
longs to the Anglo-Saxon race. Hazel- 
eyed people are rarely shallow, and you 
must be prepared for surprises when you 
have to deal with them.

100 bars of lead, tomahawks, 100

WON BY THE CORONET. 


THE SCHOONER REACHES QUEENSTOWN 
AND WINS THE GREAT OCEAN PRIZE. 


The Time Fourteen Days, Nineteen Hours, 
Three Minutes and Fourteen Seconds— 
The Whole Number of Nautical Miles 
2,949—Strong Gales with Tremendous 
‘Beas Encountered by the Winner—The 
Dauntless Passes Galleyhead at 11 

| O’Clock This Morning—The New York 
World’s Yacht Extra. 


New Tonk, March 28.—The big ocean yacht 
race finished yesterday at 12:50 p. m., the 
Coronet passing the winning point at that 
time at Roche’s Point. The trip was made 
under heavy gales but luckily without acci- 
dent, except that on Friday night one of the 
crew was ocarried overboard as he 
was on the fjib-boom  stowing the 
jib, but was immediately rescued 


and suffered nothing more than a sea bath. 
The actual time of the voyage was 14 days, 19 
hours and 3 minutes. The fastest single day’s 
run was when the yacht traveled miles. 
The course was much the same as the regular 
ocean highway. On board the Coronet were 
Capt. O. S. Crosby, J. B. O. Anderson, nav- 
igator; Wm. A. Whittier, first mate ; Otto Peter- 
son, second mate; August Bergholm, boats- 
wain; Edward Locklin, steward; Mantell and 
Morton, cooks;J. N. Winslow, representing the 
Dauntless; Lieut. King, U. S. N., fifteen sea- 
men and three press representatives. When 
passing the line the Coronet fired five guns, 
and the time was taken by the Secretary of the 
Royal Cork Yacht Club. Three torn sails and 
a little broken tackle were the only marks of 
the voyage or the tempests through which the 
vessel had passed on her journey across the 
ocean. In 9 the story of the trip, 
Capt. Crosby said that after taking the anchor 
on board on the morning of the start he beat 
about the bay off Owl’s Head. Wien the sig- 
nul for the start was given he paid out the 
sheets foreand aft, ran upthe square Sail, 
forestay sail and top sail, and in thirty 
seconds the Coronet was across the line. The 
Dauntless dropped astern rapidly, and at 5 
o’clock inthe afternoon (the start was made 
at II) she was six miles away, bull down. 

The first Sunday out was marked by a gale 
which came from the northeast soon aiter 
midnight. The ten days following were ac- 
companied by the same gales and the waves 
frequently broke over the bows, but the yacht 
stood itin splendid fashion with close-reefed 
fore and main sails and jiband averaged ten 
miles an hour on the course. This 
was sufficient to convince Capt. 
Crosby of the thorough sea-going qualities of 
the yacht. Early Tuesday morning the wind 
rose from the northeast, and by dawn it was 
blowing a gale. The yacht was makin 
twelve knots when between 8 and 90’cloc 
the wind shifted to the southeast, blowing 
at the rate of sixty miles an hour. Towards 
Wednesday the sea subsided and the wind 
went round to the southwest. Of all the 
storms encountered on the trip, however, the 
most terrible was that which occurred on St. 
Patrick's Day. It had been  foreshad- 
owed by the barometer, which was 
tending downward. The storm  devel- 
oped soon after midnight; and the wind, 
which was a hurricane, added to 
the terrors of the mountainous waves and the 
driving rain. The storm was in all its fury by 
5 o’clock in the morning, but by midnight it 
abated and the schooner got under way once 
more. The balance of tne trip was accom- 

anied by more or less favorable weather. 
ate Thursdav afternoon a good sailing breeze 
came up, and by this te schooner was car- 
ried on to its goal, dropping anchor at 1:30 off 
the Cork Yacht Club-house. 

THE DAUNTLESS GETS IN. 

LONDON, March 28., Noon.—The Dauntless 
passed Galleyhead at IIa. m. She is all right. 
It is reported tnat the Dauntless lost her bow- 
sprit on the löth inst., when only three days 
out from New York.

A BIG JOURNALISTIC FEAT. 


The New York World's“ Extra Giving an 
Account of the Yacht Race. 


Bo Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk. March 28.—Expectancy in re- 
gard to the great ocean yacht race had been 
raised to the highest pitch by the news of the 
Coronet which the German steamship Saale 


brought to this city Saturday, and this expect- 
ancy, based as it was on the unparalleled in- 
terest displayed by the public, made the race 
the most absorbing subject of thougnt. As 
the WORLD had predicted on the strength of 
the most carefuland complete arrangements 
for that purpose, the first news of the result 
was received and given to the public by the 
WORLD. Acablegram announcing the arrival of 
the Coronet at Roche’s Point reached the 
WORLD office at 7:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, anticipating by at least two hours any 
other announcement in this city of the event. 
By 8 o’clock an extra edition of the WORLD 
was issued containing eight columns of special 
cable matter, affording a graphic account of 
every important detail of the Coronet’s voy- 
age from the time of her start, Saturday, 
March 12, to the night of Friday, March 18, 
when she had sailed about half the. distance 
across the Atlantic. These editions of the 
WORLD promptly and fully satisfied the public 
expectancy. Inthe meantime, in accordance 
with the plan of the WORLD, as soon as the 
news was received 
A RED FLAG 

was run out on a pole in front of the editorial 
rooms to indicate to the people on the street 
thatthe Coronet was the winner. There are 
never many persons on Park Row and Broad- 
way at 7:30 Sunday morning, but the WORLD 
signal attracted immediate attention from 
those who were there, and in a few minutes a 
respectable crowd was gathered in front of 
the WORLD building waiting for the bulletin, 
which was displayed long before any other 
newspaper had the resultof the race, which 
was the chief topic of conversation through- 
out the city by noon. At the elubs, hotels, 
upon the sidewalks and inthe street cars it 
wasthe predominant subject of discussion. 
Some disappointment was expressed that the 
Coronet had not succeeded in beating the 
record, but it was because nothing was known 
then of the exceedingly tempestuous weather 
she had encountered. Three gales and one 
hurricane in six days, to say nothing ofan 
intervening calm of several hours’ duration, 
is weather enough to strain, as well as retard, 
a first-class ocean steamship, much more an 
ordinary sailing yacht. Itisa matter of fact, 
taking the character of the weather into con- 
sideration, that 

THE CORONET’S PASSAGE 
isan extraordinarily last one. The record of 
the tripartite ocean race of 1866 was thirteen 
days three hours, made by the Henrietta, the 
winning yacht, but that race was galled in De- 
cember, and the Atlantic in March is much 
less of a mill pond than the Atlantic in Decem- 
ber. Among yachtsmen the news was spread 
rapidly, and all during the afternoon the 
rooms of the New York Yacht Club were filled 
with yachtsmen, who discussed the race in the 
most animated terms. The news was received 
at the Club at 9:30 a. m. by the following tele- 
gram: 
Secretary Smith, Yacht Club: 

Coronet wins; official time, Sunday, 12:49.50 
(Irish time). 

ALLEN, Secretary Royal Cork Yacht Club, 

Roche’s Point. } 

Steward Olsen at once sent telegrams to 
Mrs. Winslow, the mother of J. W. Winslow, 
who represented Mr. Colt of the Dauntless, on 
the Coronet, to Alex. Gaylor of the regatta 
committee and etherg. The sympathy of the 
New York Yacht Club men was, in the main, 
with the Dauntiess, because she had been dear 
to yachtsmen’s hearts for many years from 
her connection with so many historic 
yachting events, and because Mr. Colt is 
the oldest member of the club and a man 
who is a habitue of the rooms. For these rea- 
sons, too, as well as from reliance on the skill 
of Capt. Samuels as a navigator, the majority 
of these gentlemen had placed their money on 
the Dauntiess. It must be said to their credit 
that they lost their money with good grace, 
and one member who had put his pile on the 
Coronet, was even heard to say to another: 
„won my bet, but truly I am sorry for it, be- 
cause I wanted to see Colt win. 

THE BETS. 

There is no way of getting at the actual 
amount of money staked on the result, but it 
was undoubtedly large. Many single bete of 
$500 and $1,000 were made by indtviduals, and one 
well-known Wall street man bet $5,000 on the 
Dauntiess the day they started. It is said that 
this gentieman is out of pocket something 
like $15,000 by the Coronet’s triumph. An- 
other member had a bet of $400 on the Daunt-

LIFE IN CHICO. 


How the South American Native Takes a 
Wife. 


I found «the natives so peaceable and 
courteous that my fire-arms were an un- 
necessary load. On one occasion, being 
at the hut of a native, an invitation to 
dine was accepted. No member of the 
family sat down with me, so great was 
their respect. They remained standing 
untilI had done. On leaving, the men 
all raised their hats. The women were 
always reserved until approached, but re- 
spond to a gentiemaniy inquiry with 
quiet modesty. The women, according to 
the usual custom, are seldom wedded by 
ecclesiastical ceremony. Matrimony is 
too dear as performed through the instru- 
mentality of the padre, and the probation 
demanded by the ‘‘red tape’’ of the 
church before espousing is irksome. 
So when the native man thinks of 
taking a helpmate he prepares by 
taking a matchete (a long knife or sword 
with a wooden handle), and an acre or so 
of ground. After cutting from the land 
the brushwood or weeds, he plants a por- 
tion with bananas and plantains, which 
bear fruit in three years. He then builds 
a hut of palm, thatched paneer tight. 
The house bein built and the bananas 
matured, he selects the woman to be 
casared (housed). There is no ceremon 
necessary. They have a family, the chil- 
dren are not educated or clothed, nor is 
any provision necessary. Nature pro- 
vides for nearly all their wants; why 
should they worry about their next meal? 
There is a bunch of bananas and plan- 
tains maturing every day for perhaps one 
hundred years without any further at- 
tention.’ Fish are abundant in the streams 
passing by their door. The man wants a 
straw hat, which the woman provides, 
woven by her hands withthe grass near 
at hand. The woman weaves a covering 
cloth from the inner bark of a palm tree. 
colored green, just sufficient to meet what 
modesty demands. The man sometimes 
wants a dime for gambling, or whisky, or 
gunpowder, which is provided by the 
woman, who does the gold washing and 
principal labor.

As a 
school-boy he distinguished himself 
greatly on account of his easy comprehen.

The 
cousequence was that he was soon ripe for 
the university, which he entered when but 
13 years old. It so chanced that he wag 
noticed by Frederick the Great of Prussia 
who came to Konigsberg while Trenk was 
a student. The monarch then spoke to 
the youth very encouragingly, and when 
Trenk left college to follow his desire of 
entering the army, the King immediate. 
ly made him an ensign in the Garde du 
orps, the crack regiment of the last cen. 
— 4 However, the King would not have 
bestowed such a high honor upon the 
young man had not his outward 
appearance been greatly in his favor. 
The young ensign was at that time consid. 
ered the flnest-looking soldier in the 
army. He was tall, well proportioned 
witha dignified carriage, and his looks 
were of such genial, beautiful character 
that he was called among his comrades 
the ‘‘Prussian Apollo. The partiality 
which the King at every opportunity 
showed towards the „ pe ae made it

From Vienna he went to Russia, where 
he was favorably received by the Em- 
press Elizabeth, who had heard of his im- 
prisonment, and also about his love affair 
with the peerless Amalia.

It was also during this 
time t at Trenk occupied himself with 
making all sorts of pictures on the 
outside of the basin or tin cup that 
he would drink out of, As soon as he 
had finished one he would contrive to ob- 
tain another. Gradually he became quite 
an artist in engraving with the point of a 
nail on these basins, and the keepers, to 
whom he gave them when he had finished 
them, gave them away.

Imports of flour and wheat into the United 
Kingdom in January and February were equal 
to about 18,500,000 bu wheat, against 9,300,000 
bu for same months last year.——San Fran- 
cisco’s export clearances of wheat continue 
meagre. For a little over half this month 
they were 425,000 bu and for same time 
last year they were 2,109,600 bu.——Austra- 
lian advices place their surplus of wheat 
at 12,400,000 bu.

I intended to say that there is not much body 
to Adonis, it is mostly sparkle, but I will 
amend the statement.

Ex-Gov. Abbett Urged by Senator McPher- 
son—Senator Voorhees’ Plea for Mercy— 
The Treasury Department’s Ruling 
Against Practising Attorneys—FEffects of 
the Abolition of the Pass System on 
Senators and Congressmen.

THE PASS FIEND NO MORE. 
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The Abuses of the System by Government 
Deadheads—Mileage Profits, 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spaTCcH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28.—The action 
of the presidents and general managers of the 
railroad systems throughout the country in 
calling in all annual passes, and passing reso- 
lutions that no more interstate passes will be 
issued in future, is bound to have a distress- 
ing effect upon many Senators and members 
of Congress who have for years abused the 
privilege granted them, practically reaping a 


rich revenue at the expense of the rail- 
roads. The law allows to each Sen- 
ator and Representative a mileage fee 


of 10 cents per mile, based on the long haul 
from their homes to the capital and return, 
which is equal to 20 cents per mile one way. 
This is made up on the theory that the ripe 
trip from home is made twice during each 
term of Congress. There are few who come to 
Congress who have not their pockets filled 
with passes. Ifthe distance is great, it adds 
handsomely to the salary. The same prac- 
tice and rule applies to all sections of 
the country, and it can be seen how the 
Dass system has been abused by the Govern- 
ment representatives. On morethan one oc- 
casion Congressmen appointed on funeral 
commissions have traveled on passes and 
afterwards charged the cost of railroad travel 
to the Government. There is, perhaps, no 
class of people who have so abused the 
nny extended by railroads as has been in- 
duiged jn by some in the employ of the Gov- 
ernment. A prominent railroad official is 
authority for the statement thatthe largest 
perocntage of names on the black-list.which is 

ept by the roads of ons selling and 
— passes are those in the em- 
ploy of the Government. In the summer time, 
when the seashore or mountains are more at- 
tractive than the sunny streets of Washing- 
ton, it isnot an uncommon thing to find Sena- 
tors and Representatives ordering the Ser- 
geant-at-arms write for passes. It has 
made little difference where the trip ts to be 
made, the best roads reaching the places are 
importuned and, in nine cases out of ten, the 
passes are granted.
